Hy rulings regard ing possible ambiguities in these Downfall rules, just in case 
it comes up 

DInitial placement. The ring cay appear in Erech. In that case only the Ranger 
unit would be able to claim it. 

2) Personality units. A player nay submit standing orders regarding certain 
personality units (ie. if I run into Saruman. attack him). This would override 
the need to make provisional orders for each move. This standing order is in 
effect, though, until countermanded . 

If a personality unit is to move with another unit, then the orders for that 
unit nust say "moves with". For example: "Faramir moves with Rohan arr.y Anorien- 

North Ithilier/ - . If a personality unit (including Gandalf and the Na^gul) does 
not Order to "wove with', then the additional strength is not added to the unit 
while nioving, but the presence of the personality unit 13 not reported. 

3) Gandalf. The same " moving with" ruling regarding personality units applies to 
Gandalf aa well. If Gandalf "inoves with" any good or neutral unit, his location 
is reported to all players. 

If Gandalf "moves with" the Ranger or Fellowship his whereaDouts are not 
autosiat ically reported . If, however . the Ranger or Fellowship unit ir, attacked 
by another player, and Gandalf is present, Gandalf's location will public 
know ledge . - 

If Gandalf destroys the Ealrog, he is not informed of thft r.uuiOri'r of misseil 
moves untl 1 the turn before he is to reappear .
